RESTORE DUTY ON PAINTINGS

Seversl Hundred Fansiom Bills Re-
ported to the Senate--Pettigrew
Again in His Place.

WasaiNGgToN, June 20.—The eenate
committee on finance bas fixed the duty
on coal at 67 cents per long ton. Thie
rate appiies only to cosal shipped from
countries which do not impose s higher
rate on American coal. It, therefore,
affects only Canada, the Canadian sate
on American coal being the same.

The commitiee decided to restore
paintings to the datiable list. The
honse imposed a duty of 25 per cent ad

valorem on paintings.
Crude gypsum rock was taken from

the free list and made datiable at §16
per ton.

A FLOOD OF PENSION BILLS.

Beveral Hundred of Them Reported to
the Senate.

Wasninerox, June 29.—Several hon-
dred pension bills were reported to the
senate today as a result of the first
meeting of the pension committee since
the present congress assembled. Gal-
linger stated thst it had been decided to
report favorably all those bille which
had been formally passed by either
branch of congress or had been favor-
ably considered in the committee.

The general pension bills were among
those reported, two of them amending
the act of 1800 and another referring to
proof in pension cases.

TO RESTRICT ANNEXATION.

Ceonstitutional Amendment Introduced
Ly Crumpacher.

Wasamwgron, Jane 20, —Representa-
tive Crumpacker, of Indiansa, has intro-
duced in the bouse & resolution for a
constitutional amendment, providing
that hereafter no noncontiguous territory
ghall be annexed to the United BStates
except in pursuance of & treaty negoti-
ated by the president, concarred in* by
two-thirds of the houses of congrese and
ratified by the legislatures of three-
fourths of the states, and no contignons
territory except by treaty concurred in
by two-thirds of each house, the vote of
concurrence not to be taken into the
house of representatives until two years
have elapsed from the time of taking the
vote 1n the senate,

To Control the Trusts.

WasnisaToN, June 20.—The Republi-
can members say the committee on
judiciary today had onder consideration
the form of an amendment to be suob-
mitted for control of the trusts. They
praclically agreed upon an smendment
making it an offense punishable by fine
and imprisonment for one year for any
person or corporation to monopolize or
to conspire with any person or ecorpora-
tion to monopolize trading in any article
protected by the tariff bill,

500 strong, and in Lhe rear sleepeg were
people from Fond du Lac, Green Bay,
Appletown and other Wieconsin cities.
The gection had come to a stop just ont
of West Chicago, where the Fresport|
line diverges from the main line. Sec-
tion 5 came up behind at great epeed
and the shock of the collision was terri-
ble.

They re-|
ceived no warning, and those not killed |
outright awoke to find themselves
jammed in the wreckage.

A Fisherman Fatally Shot by His Boat-
puller, Near Astoria.

AstoriA, June 30,—A terrible shoot-
ing affray occnrred Monday night be-
tween 8 and 9 o'clock, in a fishing-boat,
a8 the result of which Louis 8pinais now
I¥ing at the point of death at S§t. Mary’s
hospital.

Spina and Antone Tonich operate El-
more’s boat No. 83. They were in the
city vesterday, and did considerable
drinkiog. When they left out for the
night's driil, Spina, the captsin, went to
sleep. He did not wake until the boat
arrived at the place where they were to
cast their net.

After laying the net Tonich wanted to
lie down and sleep, but Spina objected.
A quarrel followed. Spina drew & knife
and etarted for his boatpuller, but the
latter picked np a Winchester rifle, and,
warning the captain not to come at him,

i polled the trigger. Tle ball struck Spina

in the leftgroin, lacerating the intestines
mn & frightfol manner. The injored man
fell into the river and was rescued by the
bosatpuller, who hastened with all posgi-
ble speed to this city and reported the
matter to the sheriff,

The fishing-boat did not arrive here
until 10 o'clock thie morning, and the
delay had much to do with the eerions-
nese of Spina’s eofdition. The shooting
occarred off the bell booy, at the mouth
of the river. .

Spina made a statement of the cause
of the shooting and exonerated Tonich
from blame in the matter. He said he
was wroug in objecting to the boatpuller
taking a rest, and that he attacked him.
When he started for him, Spina eays he
was warned, but would pay no attention
tothe boatpuller. He also said the
shooting wae accidentsl, but it is likely
he wished to shield bis partner.

Tonich was lodged in jail pending fur-
ther investigation into the case.

Spina cannot poseibly live. Internal
hemorrhage has set in, and death is

momenlarily expected. Owing to the
wman’s injories, fully four feet of intes-
tines had to be removed.

FOREST RESERVE HREGULATIONS.

New Rules Drafted by Land Commlis-
sloner Hermann.

Wasmixgron, July 1.—Muoch atten-
tion has been paid recently by the gen-
eral Jund office to the preparation of
rules and reguiations applicable to the
government of the varions forest re-
serves, and Commiseioner Hermann has
now formulated these for the approval
of the secretary of the interior.
Prospecting, locating and developing
mineral resqurces and forest reserve are
permitted, Lands for schoolhouses and
churches are provided and water for do-
meatie, mining, milling and irrigation
purposes are also allowed. Constroe-
tion of wagon ronds is authorized and
the right of way ucross reserves for irri-
gating canals, ditches, lumes and reser-
voirg is permitted.

Minperal lands of the forest reserves
are subject to location and entry under
mining laws in ihe “genal manner.
Makers of wining locations sre sothor-
ized to fell and remove from their min-
ing claims any timber growing thereon,
for actual mining porposes upon their
particular claini, Free oee of timber is
allowed to bona fide settlers, miners, re-
sidents and prospectors for minerals, for
firewood, fencing, buildings, etc.
